At base camp the mosquitos gave way to 
the weather that streamed in over the 
southern approaches of lcKinley. 

After a struggle to Peters Basin at 
G000 feet we felt the full fury of the 
Alaska storm. Snow and wind poured down 
at us from above, pinning us in our 
small tents for days at a time. Time 


and time again our upward procress was 


halted and our exercise consisted of 


lighting our tiny Primus stoves or dig- 


cing out the tents from the very wet 
snow. 

At 12,000 feet on the West Buttress a 
food inventory showed the nose bags were 
getting almost empty, so it was with re- 
morse that we returned across the tun- 
dra to the cars, The return trip was 
not without events, for the many streams 
were running high and cold and offered 
a challenge with each crossing. 

On returning to the Park, Mr. Grant 
Pearson met us and told of the two suc- 
cessful ascents of the mountain via the 
old Muldrow route, Later we learned 
that two other parties had failed on 
this route because of weather, thus 
keeping the 50% record for attempts 
and successes. | eae

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AT LAST!! TiO LASSES IN ALASKA 


-- Our vacation to Alaska this summer 
took us more than 10,000 miles over roads 
ranging from four-lane super highways to 
one-way dirt rosds. The route leads 
through Oregon, Washington and Idsho into 
the’ Canadian National Parks cf Banff and 
Jasper. There we lingered iong encugh 
for a pack trip into Lake O'Hara end one 


into Tonkin Valley. In’ the latter we en- 


countered our most vicious moscuites of 
the trip on the shores of Amatnyst Lake, 
and bushwacked through a series of g.2g- 
gly bear lair's without encountering the 
ovners..fortunately! We were amply re- 
warded by a full moon rising over the 
snow-covered Ramparts that evening. A 
side trip by train took us into Glacier 
Park, reached only by rail, where we 
spent two days in the Selkirks. Visit- 
ors are so infrequent, that the Chief 
Warden invited us to tea, and later drove 
us to our campsite. 

From Jasper, we headed east to Edmonton 
on roads under repair. One spot near Ed- 
son had stalled a number of cars the 
previous week, but we sailed through 
without any difficulty. The Edmonton- 
Dawson Creek road, impassable in heavy 
rain, slowed us downto 25 miles per 
hour, but once on the Alaska Highway 
(using the term Alcan to Alaskans is like 
saying "Frisco" to San Franciscans) we 
were able to maintain a steady 35-l0 
mile per hour pace. The people who com- 


plained about the rough, dangerous moun- 


tain roads between Dawson Creek and 
Fairbanks had never taken a California 
mountain road to a Pack Rat rendezvous. 
The Alaska Highway itself is a broad 
highway.egraded, gravelled, but dusty.. 
and wide enough for three cars. It nev- 
er goes higher than 000 feet. The main 
cifficulties encountered were due to 
construction work, as blacktopping is 
proceeding as rapidly as possible. 
There are many mountains, glaciers, and 
lakes, esvecially on some of the side © 
roads, but poor weather usually impeded 
our views. The main impression one re- 
ceives is of vastness as mile after mile 
of untouched territory passes by.
